One Should Be Made to Balance thr 
OtlMr, in the Opinlsn ef 
Medical Men. 

It has not beea go very long, com- 
parativi^ speaking, sinee oar aaoee- 

tors were simoft eTclusirely animal 
in their daily pursuit.*, says the Kew 
Y<irk Mo<lical .loumal. Since then 
the blesaing of cooking haa proved 
often a caiae. in that it adds tempts- 
tion to onr nati;ral tendency to take 
more food than we need for si^len- 
tary pqrposee, nien^ly for the sake of 
the savte.thseeof. It ia such a joy 
to dtee, mi sevras of pleas- 
ure seem so scarce, or of gurh less 
tnoment to the average man, that to 
a large extent eating has become wv 
of the reasons for existence.
